, * MAILING REGULATIONS FLORIDA STATE PRISON 

Inmates will be permitted to correspond with whom they 
wish with the exception of persons confined to other pen- 
al institutions. Approval to correspond with an inmate 
confined in another institution must be obtained from 
the Superintendent of both institutions through the Clas- 
sification Department. An inmate will not correspond 
with any person who specifies they do not want to cor- 
respond with the inmate. 

1. No specific limitation is placed upon the total 
number of letters sent out or received by an individual. 
Limitation may be imposed on an individual basis if an 
inmate sends or receives excessive amounts. The insti- 
tution will provide postage for a total of three letters per 
week per inmate. The inmate will bear the expense o f 
postage for letters in excess of three per week. Inmates 
assigned to Work Release will bear total expense of their 
postage. 

2. The institution may inspect all mail as to origin, 
content, and destination. Letters containing threats, ob- 
scenities, deferred payment contracts, or which pose a 
threat to security will be rejected. Correspondence con- 
taining false or inaccurate statements that are intended 
for defamation of character without cause will be re- 
jected. 

3. Money forwarded by correspondence must be in 
the form of a money order or cashier's check. Money 
orders and cashier's checks must contain the sender's 
name and inmate's committed name and number. 

4. Stationery, to include paper and envelopes, will be 
provided by the institution on an "as needed" basis. 

5. Letters forwarded from and received by inmates 
may'ntfrexceed'two sheets^af paper in length. 

6. All letters must contain the following: 

Outgoing: include the inmate's committed name 

and identification number and institutional address in the 
upper left hand corner of the envelope.

Each inmate may establish a social visiting list and re- 
ceive visits ,in compliance with the rules and regulations * 
related to this matter. 

1. The authorized visiting list may include members 
of an inmate's immediate family. Additions or deletions 
to the visiting list may be approved by the Classification 
Team. Children under the age of 15 must be accom- 
panied by an adult and all visitors are responsible for 
presenting proper identification at the time of registration. 

2. The immediate family will include grandparents, 
parents, brothers, sisters, wife and children. 

3. All inmates not on Disciplinary confinement will 

be allowed one visit per week on either Saturday or Sunday j 

from 9:00 A.M. to 3:00 P.M. j 

. 4. Holidays designated for social visits are July 4th, ' 
Thanksgiving, and Christmas. ; 

5. A request for special pass must be submitted well * 

in advance of the date of the requested visit. Out-of-state 

visitors will not be permitted to visit more than three 
consecutive days, not to include a legal holiday or Sunday. 

6. Special visiting pass requests - should be directed to 
the Administrative Assistant for the Florida State Prison. 

7. ' Appropriate dress for females visiting the Florida 
State Prison will include street dresses, slacks, or pants. 

Extremely short skirts are not considered appropriate 
dress and officer judgement will be necessary in deter- ^ 
mining if a dress or skirt is too short. In the event a^u. 
dress is considered to be too short, the visiting party 
should be informed of such and offered a gown to wear 
during the visit. 

•8. Visitors^are not permitted to give or receive from 
inmate$*any articles during the visit. 

9. Inmates are responsible for notifying their visitors 

of the rules and regulations in reference to visiting. 



PACKAGE PERMITS 


Inmates may receive certain articles from outside sources 
with proper authorization. 

In the event an inmate desires to receive an approved ar- 
ticle from outside sources, he must first receive a package 
permit from the Captain's Office. The package permit 
will be forwarded to the sender and must be returned 
with the package.
